  14   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

  18   (A) THE COMPTROLLER MAY DISTRIBUTE, APPORTION, OR ALLOCATE GROSS

  20  MORE ORGANIZATIONS, TRADES, OR BUSINESSES, WHETHER OR NOT

   6   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
